THE INTERNATIONAL EXHIBITION—THE AWARDS. 


Srr,—I observe in last week’s Journal a list of awards of the jury of the 
International Exhibition to the contributors of iron, &c. Among the 
medals granted was one to Mr. Ebenezer Rogers, of Abercarne, “ for his 
active share in developing, among other minerals, the hematite iron ore of 
Cwm Nodde.” One might infer from this that it is to him is due the 
merit, if not the exclusive merit, of developing the ore, whereas I believe 
the truth is that he was utterly ignorant that there existed in the United 
Kingdom ore of the class and quality until I had communicated it to him 
after his return from Belgium and Germany, in 1860. This ore was 
proved by me in stratain 1858. He ultimately joined me, and claimed the 
discovery, published by him in Part III. of the Memoirs of the Geological 
Survey of Grent Britain—* Iron Ores of South Wales,’ and subsequently 
given to the public by order of the Lords Commissioners of the Treasury. 
I then ceased to co-operate with him, and adopted proceedings in Chan- 
cery, which are now pending. In these proceedings my pleas are that J, 
and J alone, am the developer and discoverer of the Cwm Nodde iron ore in 
strata,. Ithink that when the issue is arrived at justice will satisfy the public 
of my correctness. The days are certainly passed when awards should be 
made by favour, as would appear in this instance, and not merit. Sir 
Roderick Murchison and Dr. Percy, who were jurors in this case, had been 
communicated with, and my claim made known to them, in 1861; but if, 
as is stated, a medal has been awarded to a firm who have failed to send 
in the materials they propose to exhibit, there is nothing surprising in the 
fact that a young man’s claim, when struggling with the world, should be 
passed unnoticed. Where the circumstances of the Cwm Nodde Mines 
are known Mr. Rogers -_ nothing: the South Wales Institute of Engi- 
neers are acquainted with the discovery and developer, and would not 
endorse such as the School of Mines in Jermyn-street, London, have sanc- 
tioned.—Spring-hill Villa, Merthyr Tydvil, July 21.

‘hen look at Mexico, Wheal Carpenter, Silver Vein, Port Quin, Wheal Samson, and many 
other places I could name—all the results arethe same, Then,! contend it is nota fair 
speculation, but injurious to the mining community at large, and ruinous to those who 
injadiciously risk their money.

“BULLS” AND “BEARS.” 


Sir,—I have been so often asked by speculators in mines the meaning 
of the terms “ bulls” and “ bears,” that I am convinced many of your 
readers would like to have these terms explained to them, also the methods 
had recourse to by those speculating gentlemen. I shall commence by 
stating that the “bulls” and “ bears” may be divided into two classes— 
the fair and the unfair; and also that the number of the former class is very 
small indeed, Although my remarks will not be very agreeable to the generality of 
those operators, I must acknowledge that both “ bull” and “ bear” are very n 
animals when they act fairly, as the one prevents shares from being knocked down to 
too low a figure,and the other prevents them from rising to too highafigure. They may 
be considered the safety-valves of the Mining Market. 

I will first show the proceedings of the fair “ bull.” He narrowly watches the prices 
at which shares are selling, and if he considers they are beneath their real value, he buys 
up a goodly number of them as quietly as he can, and then gives his reasons to the 
market and the public why he has done so, confining himself strictly to facts, his object 
being now to get the price of the shares up to their real value; having succeeded, he 
sells them at the advanced price. The fair “ bear” acts just for a contrary purpose, 
He notices the price that certain shares are selling at, and being convinced that the pro- 
spects of the mines do not warrant such high prices, he sells a large number of shares, 
and then uses every fair means to get the price down; such, for instance, as getting the 
mines inspected by some trustworthy agent, and making his report of the true state of 
the mines public, or by showing that the financial accounts are not in a very flourishing 
state, or, in short, by stating any other fact of which he is in possession. It must be 
understood that the “ bear,” at the time hesold the shares, did not possess any, although 
he may have sold handreds. Hesells them at the market price, to deliver at some future 
time; say, the next settling-day, or the following one, or even for some!months on, with 
the full conviction that when the facts in his possession, or which he hopes to obtain, 
are made public, the price will decline; and when they are as low as he thinks their 
real value, he either buys the shares and delivers them to the purchasers, or receives the 
difference between the two prices. 

It will be seen by the above that both “ bull” and “ bear,” when they act honestly, 
deserve the thanks of the public, as they certainly prevent them, in a great degree, from 
paying an unfair price for their shares. I suppose the word “ bull” was first suggested 
by that animal tossing up, and the word “ bear” by that animal treading down. I re- 
peat that the “ bulling” and “ bearing” systems do a great deal of good when carried on 
fairly, and I could wish there were more in the market, as, with all their ex- 
ertions, many mines are still selling at most ridiculous prices. 

I will now proceed to show the tricks resorted to by the unfair “ bulls” and “ bears,” 
I may sum it all up by stating the fact that they will concoct any falsehood they may 
think desirable about the mine; will go any lengths tocarry their point; will, in short, 
stick at nothing. Of the two, [ am of opinion the “ bears” are the worst. When they 
have decided on getting down the price of a mine, several of them will join together, 
throw several hundred shares on the market all at once (although not possessing one), 
and send lying telegrams to each other, which they industriously show to everyone in 
the market. About 12 months since one of the gang actually sent a lying telegram from 
the West End to his confederate in the City, which latter represonted he had just re- 
ceived it from Cornwall; the trick was, however, soon discovered. These telegrams, 
of course, state that the lode which yesterday was worth, perhaps, 502. per fathom, has 
just been cut out, and that the mine bas all of a sudden become poor. Sometimes it is, 
the shaft has failen in, and will cost many hundreds to repair it, besides stopping the 
mine; in fact, anything that the prolific imagination of the unfair “ bear” can hatch. 
Lying is the principal weapon he makes use of, and generally with success. Another 
trick of theirs is to ascertain if the principal dealers are buying, and if they are not, they 


offer the shares by hundreds, at considerably under the market price, which another of & 


the confederates immediately buys. They thus buy of and sell to themselves, and the 
shares are then quoted at thelrown prices. Thetimid public,seeing that their property 
has so suddenly decreased in value, and fearing the price will still go lower, now rush 
in, and actually assist the “ bears” by throwing bona shares on the market; thus 
the price goes lower and lower, and the “ bears,” having gained their point, now buy up 
the shares at the lowest price, and deliver them to those to whom they had sold ata 
much higher price, They now turn their attention to some other mine, and play the 
same game over again. Sometimes they burn their fingers severely, but in general they 
succeed, and make a pretty good thing of it. Such “ bears” as I have just described are 
nothing better than swindlers—a vile lot. But what shall we say of captains of mines 
who join the “ bulls” and “ bears,” and assist them by sending lying reports of the state 
of thelr mines, cover over valuable discoveries, take ore from rich mines to poor ones, 
drive their levels by the side of rich lodes, keeping the fact of their richness secret until 
they and their friends have bought up the whole mine ?—what shall we say of such men 
(for T am assured that such have been)? Can any name bad enough be found for them ? 
Such a captain is as much a thief as the shopman who steals his employer's goods, for 
when ore is discovered in a mine, that ore is as much the property of the adventurers fu 
that mine at the time the discovery was made, as the goods the shopman steals was the 





property of his employer. The captain, th » who is the wealth of his mine 
until he and his confederates have bought up the mine is, in the opinion of every honest 
man, a thief, a robber, and a swindler, and that, too, to the very men whose bread he is 
eating. Let us, however, bope that the race of such captains is extinct.

He stated that he did not wish to go into the discussion with regard to that 
second property, because it might result in the company having to pay for it an enhanced 
price; and he also then stated, with reference to the Bracutu property, which formed the 
original basis of this company, that shareholders might fee! perfectly satisfied the directors 
would not part with 1s. in payment of the purchase-money until the property was mace 
over under seal to this company.

Treloar accepting the management, that the board had some other duly auiborised per- 
son to proceed to Brucutu tu take possession. This was the question when Capt. Tre- 
loar came to this country, when he at once stated to the board that he would not go out 
to manage the Brucuta property without the company had this other mine, which Capt. 
Treloar had inspected, and which he considered to be of a very valuable character, 
Capt. Treloar, moreover, stated that all conipanies would work better with two mines 
than with one, As regarded the Brucuta, the board had no reason whatever to suppose 
that is was not quite as valuable as it was stated to be in the eriginal prospectus issued 
to the public; and, moreover, Capt. Tretoar contirmed everything that his brother put 
forth in that prospectus. But, as regards the question of p fon, the pany could 
not get p fon “until body went out on behalf of the company. It was for this 
reason that the board had been the more anxious to secure Capt. Treloar’s services, be- 
lieving it to be of essential benefit to the company to have the individual whose exer 
tions had to a very large extent brought the St. John Del Rey property to its present 
prosperous position, as the manager of the Don Pedro Company. 

A PRopRIETOR enquired if the securing of Capt. Treloar’s services entirely depended 
upon the purchase of this additional property ?—The CuarrMan replied that such was 
not exactly the case, for if the present meeting were of opinion that it was not a wise 
thing to have Capt. Treloar’s services, nor a wise thing to purchase this new property, 
the question then would have to resolveitself. Whether the directors would send out 
another to take p of the Brucutu property he was not prepared to say, 
but he must say that his own private opinion was that he, as an individual, could not 
conscientiously go on with the company, for it was upon the belief that Captain Treloar 
would be appointed the ager that the prospectus was issued, and it was upon the 
faith of that belief that he had allowed his name to be connected with the company. 

Dr. Brrp suggested that the shareholders should be farnished with geological 
sections of the properties, and topographical maps of the localities.

With re- 
spect to the number of shares issued, there was a small margin beyond the number 
the board was obliged to keep in payment of the Bracutu preperty.

Mr. DEANE enquired if there was any particular ground for doubting the probability 
of the company obtaining legal possession of the Brucutu property ?

The 
cost for the first year, including the purchase-money, plant, &c., he estimated would be 
28,0007., and the produce 9900/., leaving a loss of 18,0002, The costs during the second 
year would be 12,900/., and the produce 19,900/., leaving a profit of 70002. ; and during 
the third year the costs would be 14,900/., and the produce 29,900/., leaving a profit of 
15,0002. During those three years the jacotinga formation would come into play, and 
the rock formation would be opened out. Capt. Treloar was of opinion that after the 
expiration of three years the returns from the mine would equal those from the cele- 
brated mines of the St. John Del Rey. 

A SHAREHOLDER thought the board would he able to purchase this new property with- 
out making a ca)l or issuing the unalletted shares. 

The CHATRMAN said'it could be done were the board able to pay 20,000/. out of 16,0002. 

After some further discussion, Dr. Burns having Jed the proposition, it was put 
and carried unanimously. 

A vote of thanks to the Chairman terminated the proceedings.

Government Inspection or Meratiic Mines.—On Friday last Lord 
Kinnaird, the Chairman of her Majesty’s Commissioners, accompanied by 
Dr. Peacock and other gentlemen, paid a visit to Dolcoath, and descended 
by the man-engine. When they got to the bottom of the man-engine 
shaft, which is to the 190 fathom level, they went eastward and examined 
a pitch working in the back of this level, and looked down a winze which 
is sinking below. After this, they passed on until they reached the 210, 
where they examined a large excavation worked out fortin. From thence 
they went on to see the pitwork in the engine-shaft, until they arrived at 
the bottom, which is about 1800 feet from the surface. After looking 
around to see the nature of the lode, mode of operations, and state of the 
air, they went to the 266, both east and west ends. Here they also as- 
certained the temperature of the air, the nature of driving the ends, &c. 
They then passed on to shallower levels to see the miners engaged in 
their daily occupations; after seeing tributers, tutwork men, and sumpmen 
at work, they again went to the man-engine shaft, where they were drawn 
up by this much-prized machine, which adds greatly to the comfort of 
hundreds of persons daily, ‘The party arrived at the surface about half- 
past five p.m., Lady Kinnaird being at the man-engine shaft, waiting to 
see his Lordship safely arrive at the surface again. They appeared all 
highly gratified with their substerraneous visit to the deepest in West 
Cornwall which is now in full operation. 


Coat Mixes Brru.—In the House of Lords, on Thursday, this Bill was 
read a third time. Earl De Grey and Ripon having proposed an amend- 
ment,—Lord Ravensworth called attention to the circumstance that, al- 
though this measure would impose some restraints upon the working of 
coal mines, it had received no opposition from coalowners, and expressed 
a hope that in the working of the Bill every indulgence would be shown to 
those whose peculiar position might render it necessary.—Earl De Grey 
and Ripon admitted thas nothing but a strong case of necessity could jus- 
tify the passing of such a Bill as this, and said he had no doubt his right 
hon. friend the Secretary of State would, in the administration of the law, 
show the indulgence which was due to the coalowners for the manner in 
which thev had received this Bill. The amendment was then agrecd to, 
and the Bill was passed. 

New Sourn Waters Coat.—We have already stated that the Peninsular

This ylelded an average produce of 29 per cent. for copper, worth at the present standard 
about £25 per ton, or a total of about £550,000. In the years above named cargoes of 
this ore, averaging nearly 27 percent., were sold to Messrs. Bibby and Son, the smelters, 
at about £15 per ton, or a difference in price of £8 per ton in favour of the present com- 
pany.

proportion of Indian labour, have the natural effect of binding the two 
countries more closely together, and of producing political results of the 
most pleasing character? America, France, and Russia, in short, the 
whole of Europe, may also be said to be doing their utmost to develope 
their mineral resources, and to encourage the manufacture of metals, not 
only within the actual limits of their continental territories, but also in their 
respective colonies and dependencies; and when we look at the gigantic 
efforts which Russia is making in Siberia, and France in Algeria, the 
nature of their difficulties, both politically and geographically, shall we be 
content with simply dreaming of India’s wealth, and make no effort to se- 
cure it to ourselves? or else do so in such a feeble manner, and with such 
an evident want of determination, as at the outset must convince any shrewd 
business man that the end must be most unprofitable, and attended with 
certain loss. Of such an important character are the deposits of iron ore 
in India as to demand our earnest attention, and indicate that with the co- 
operation of Anglo-Saxon genius and capital the manufactare of iron would 
hold a very prominent position in that dependency. ‘There can be but little 
doubt that so soon as the country is better provided with railways or canals, 
and districts are thereby opened which are now, comparatively speaking, 
cut off from the great centres of commerce, it will be possible to make iron 
in India quite as cheaply as in England; and as regardsquality, the specimens 
which the East Indian [ron Company show ure most convincing that she 
will even rival Sweden, The quality of the magnetic oxides may even be 
said to excel that of the most celebrated Swedish ores. ‘They are perfectly 
free from sulphur, arsenic, and phosphorus; very rich, and when freed 
from earthy matter by a sort of winnowing process, so as to be ready for 
the blast-furnace, contain on an average 72 per cent. of iron, and have 
been found to yield 68 per cent. of metal after smelting. A most import- 
ant fact, which also adds to the value of these deposits, is the circumstance 
of their not requiring to be obtained in the usual process of mining, or any 
recourse to be had to underground operations. ‘They lay in immense 
mountain masses, and are got by quarrying, thus saving the expense of 
sinking pit shafts, driving of drifts, timbering, and pumping. 

There are also exhibited several specimens of rich hematite ore, of which 
the “‘ Honore ” is, perhaps, the best. The East Indian Iron Company make 
all their iron with charcoal, which costs them rather less than 1/. per ton 
—1 ton of charcoal is capable of smelting sufficient ore to produce nearly 
or quite 1 ton of metal. Several specimens of the charcoal are shown, and 
are remarkable for their density. Specimens of the wood are also exhi- 
bited from which the charcoal is made, the principal of which are—Indian 
gooseberry, nux vomica, cassan, vella murdah, kurrah murdah, poohum, 
and irrool ; these are converted in ovens, instead of heaps ; the latter or 
which is the plan generally adopted in this country. Shells are shown, 
such as are used as a flux in the blast-furnaces at Beypoor, Madras ; also 
** kunker” (carbonate of lime), obtained at South Arcot, Madras, used for 
the same purpose. ‘The furnaces are lined with laterite stone, which very 
much resembles the conglomerate underlying the limestone and iron ore 
veins of the Forest of Dean, with which the ironmasters of that district 
also line their blast-furnaces. The East Indian Iron Company have four 
furnaces, and make about 6000 tons of iron per annum; considerable 
quantities of which have been sold in England—their pigs having realised 
as much as 8/. per ton, and even during the present depressed condition of 
the trade are realising between 6/. and 7/. per ton. ‘This fact in itself speaks 
volumes for its quality, and we think we may safely say that no pigs of 
English manufacture realise anything like so high a price. We do not say 
this disparagingly of English manufacturers, but simply for the purpose 
of showing that India is capable of supplying that article, which until lately 
we considered alone obtainable from Sweden, Norway, or Germany. The 
East Indian Iron Company have also turned their attention to steel making, 
and in this branch, as with their iron, they have succeeded in producing 
an article of undeniably first-class quality ; this they effect by the Besse- 
mer process as carried out in Sweden, which, as we stated in the Journal 
of the 12th inst., differs considerably from the principle acted upon in 
Sheffield. The difference in the English and Swedish ores rendering the 
difference of conducting the process necessary; and as the Indian ores par- 
take to so great an extent of the same nature as the Swedish, it is, there- 
fore, requisite to adopt the principle which has been found to answer best 
in Sweden; and before we proceed further in our, description of the speci- 
mens exhibited, it will, perhaps, be well to give a description of the exact 
manner in which the East Indian Iron Company make their steel. Atthe 
Beypoor works, the crude metal is run direct from the blast-furnace into an 
ordinary founder’s ladle, which is raised to a sufficient height by means of 
a travelling crane, and then poured into the converting vessel, which is a 
fixed one, instead of moveable on axes, as are those used at Sheffield, which 
is rendered unnecessary, inasmuch as the metal is taken, as before stated, 
direct from the blast-furnace. The converting vessel is lined with a mix- 
ture of fire-clay, sand, and pulverised English fire-brick, and has eleven 
tuyeres, of 3-in. diameter, placed in the bottom horizontally. ‘The pressure 
of the blast used at the Beypoor works for the purpose of decarbonising the 
metal is only 64 to 7 lbs., instead of 14 lbs. per square inch, as at Sheflield, 
and other places in this country, where the Bessemer process is used, and, 
unlike the English process, they do not add charcoal pig-iron, or any other 
metal, for the purpose of tempering the steel. 

We have now mentioned the principal points of difference between the 
processes of manufacturing steel at the East Indian Iron Company’s works 
and that adopted in this country in working under Bessemer’s patent. ‘The 
ores used at Beypoor for the production of this steel are the ‘ Poopara ” 
and “ Ionore” ores, as these have proved after extensive trials to be the 
most suitable. Several specimens of the steel are shown in the ingot (the 
largest of which is 6 in, square), in bars of various sizes, rolled flat, square, 
octagonal, and round, most of which have been broken to show the frac- 
ture. There are also exhibited native tools made from the steel by the 
smiths at Beypoor; these consist of jungle-knives, felling axes, &c., and 
penknives, razors, as well as other examples of native manufacture. Con- 
trasted with these are some beautifully-finished articles manufactured at 
Sheffield from the same steel, consisting of gun-barrels, gun-locks, swords, 
razors, and cutlery; also screwed bolts, wire of several different sizes, and 
thin sheets rolled out to 12 in. wide, 1-16th of an inch thick; pieces of 
bridge rail, as rolled from the ingot, broken to show fracture, which is ex- 
ceedingly fine. All this clearly proves what we have before said, that by 
a proper infusion of Anglo-Saxon genius and capital the manufacture of 
iron and steel in India must necessarily assume a very important position ; 
and we sincerely hope that the East Indian Iron Company, who have done 
so much to develope the resources of our eastern dependency, may meet 
with that success which their efforts to overcome the various difficulties 
they have had to encounter justly entitle them to receive. We hear they 
have dispatched some new tilt hammers, by Kitson and Hewitson, and 
Hodswell, Clarke, and Co., of Leeds, and doubt not with these improved 
appliances they will be able to supply cast-steel in many more forms, and 
even of a more excellent quality, from the works at Beypoor than those 
here exhibited. 





REFLECTIONS on tux ECONOMICAL PROSPECTS or ITALY. 
MINERALS AND MINING. 

This time eloven years ago, rather through curiosity than from a more 

definite object, while examining the Great Exhibition in Hyde-park, we 

strolled through the departments of several minor Transalpine States, which 


probably passed unnoticed by the majority of visitors. ‘The names of Tus- 
cany and Piedmont had hitherto awakened few emotions in the breasts of 
Englishmen, who were amply satisfied in knowing of their mere existence. 
The rich, indeed, had long been accustomed to travel southwards to enjoy 
the genial climate and the beauties of Nature, while visiting the ruins of 
Roman splendour and chefs d’aeuvres of art; others, less opulent or enter- 
prising, were content to fill up a leisure hour by their fire-side in reading 
the romantic adventures of travellers who had pushed their way so far be- 
yond the reach of railways, or even of diligence communication, at the no 
small risk of detention by the officials of despotic Governments. The 
poetical exaggerations of many a Quixotic traveller added a marvellous 
charm to the scene, and toned well with the warm glow of the Italian sky. 
It was only on the plains of the Tchernaya that we became more practi- 
cally acquainted with the Piedmontese troops, and since that time our know- 
ledge and sympathy with the Italians have been on the increase. ‘The glo- 
rious revolution of 1859, the dawn of better days for once priest-ridden, 
superstitious, and ignorant Italy, rejoiced the heart of every right-minded 
Englishman, while they gladly stretched out their hands to their fellow-men 
struggting to rid themselves from an intollerable yoke. But the progress 
of Italy in eleven years can be measured far better than by a mere descrip- 
tion by a careful study of the Italian department of the International Ex- 
hibition, where a single flag waves over the products of 22,000,000 inhabi- 
tants, represented by 2200 exhibitors. A careful analysis of the collection 





sent from Italy will strike everybody by its judicious choice, no less than 


the multiplicity of objects from the three kingdoms of Nature. It will be 
rather a matter of astonishment how it has been possible to hide from the 
world for century after century the important fact that Italy required but 
a single and good Government in order to take her stand among the finest 
producing countries in the world, in addition to the advantages of geo- 
graphical position in the centre of the Mediterranean, with even more sea- 
board than France, and already within three days’ journey of London. 

The rich collection of Italian raw products is such as will amply prove 
to every manufacturing country the necessity of cultivating commercial re- 
lations with her, so that it may not be so wild a fancy to state that the 
2200 exhibitors who have come forward have done more to consolidate the 
political union of their country than an army of 2,000,000 regular troops 
would have achieved, for the sympathy shown by England, France, and 
other nations will henceforth be strengthened by commercial intercourse 
with reciprocal interest. 

It should be stated that the success of this great undertaking is mainly 
due to the early organisation of the Royal Italian Commission for the In- 
ternational Exhibition, under the presidency of Marquis Gustavo Benso 
pi Cavour, brother of the immortal statesman. ‘The choice of the former 
Minister of Public Works of the Provisional Government of Naples, Com- 
mendatore DeviNcENZi, first as Secretary, and subsequently as Royal Com- 
missioner, was & most prudent and fortunate measure; and to these gen- 
tlemen’s untiring energy and great practical knowledge is due the esta- 
blishment of a sub-committee for the Exhibition in the capital of each of 
the 59 provinces of the kingdom. The members of these committees, 
being the most enlightened citizens, urged the people to send their products 
to London. The work was so entirely novel that it was necessary to print 
minute instructions on every point, and supply a large number of forms. 
Circulars relating to the respective branches of industry and commorce 
were forwarded from Turin, stating the nature of the articles suited for ex- 
hibition, so that by this means the Royal Coinmission was put in more or 
less communication with the principal manufacturers and landed proprie- 
tors. In short, every argument was used to stimulate the people to appre- 
ciate the benefits of sending to London; and when it was difficult to make 
individuals act for themselves the sub-committees have exhibited pro bono 
publico. All praise is especially to be rendered to the Cagliari sub-com- 
mittee for the hearty manner in which they have come forward to repre- 
sent the resources of the Island of Sardinia; but we feel assured that the 
trouble they have taken will be far from thrown away, nor can the favour- 
able situation of Cagliari, as a port of call for Mediterranean steamers, be 
much longer overlooked. 

We propose to give a slight sketch of the mineral and metallurgical pro- 
ducts of Italy, represented by 120 exhibitors in Class I., and shall borrow 
much of our information from the Descriptive Catalogue of that class, a 
pamphlet in Italian, published by the Royal Commission, and which is 
well worthy of the study of all who feel interested in such subjects; for if 
nascent Italy can produce upwards of 2,000,000/. worth of minerals before 
there is any spirit of commercial enterprise or speculation in the country, 
and above all in so critical a moment, we may form some idea of what 
she might become. 

Iron.—The iron and steel trade of Italy is chiefly carried on in the 
Alpine valleys of the provinces of Bergamo and Brescia, where there is an 
abundance of water-power: Dr, Grutio Curioni gives much valuable in- 
formation regarding this industry. ‘There are generally five veins of man- 
ganiferous carbonate of iron in the Triassic argillaceous schist; they vary 
from 4 to 10 feet in thickness, forming in the aggregate from 20 to 27 ft. 
of mineral, and extend from the Jago di Como to the River Cafaro. Ocrey 
iron also occurs at Pendoletto (Sondric). ‘The iron farnaces of the pro-, 
vinces of Como, Sondrio, Bergamo, and Brescia, produce about 13,000 tons 
of pig-iron from these ores, with the consumption of an equal weight of 
charcoal. Several methods of fusion are employed—that in low hearths, 
known as the Bergamese process, the Comptois process, and puddling-far- 
naces, utilising charcoal, lignite, and turf gases, not to speak of local modi- 
fications of no great importance. Messrs. Giisentr and RaGazzont, of 
Brescia, have improved the quality of the too manganiferous ore by a judi- 
cious admixture of spathose iron poor in that metal. Sig. CORNELIANI, 
of Milan, has exhibited a collection illustrating the manufacture of grey 
and mottled pig-iron at Premadio, where he treats the ocrey ores from 
Monte Penedoletto and Monte Zebri. 

In the low hearths about 180 lbs. of steel are produced daily, with a con- 
sumption of charcoal in the proportion of 5 to lof steel. An economy of com- 
bustible is procured in a modification of the process, by which 3 ewts, of steel 
are made daily with a consumption of 44 ewts. of charcoal. Although con- 
taining oxide of iron, the steel obtained in this manner is much esteemed. 
Grecorint, of Lovere (#rescia), manufactures bar-iron and steel from 
the spathose ores in the neighbourhood in puddling-farnaces, employing 
charcoal and turf gases. He also makes use of the Comptois method for 
manufacturing steeled iron for agricultural purposes. 

The magnetic ores of Traversella and Cagne are smelted with charcoal 
in four blast-furnaces in the Val d’ Aosta. Part of the pig-iron thus pro- 
cured is reduced to bars in puddling-furnaces, making use of the waste 
gases of the blast-furnaces; the rest is treated by the Comptois method, 
and subsequently rolled into bars or drawn into wire. ‘The price of the ore 
is from 12. 8s, to 12. 12s, per ton ; that of the iron often exceeds 22/. 10s. 
per ton, but it bears a very high reputation, especially when required to 
be hammered while cold. 

The iron mines of Elba are capable of taking their place among the most 
extensive in the world, situated, as they are, on the very shore of a deep 
sea, where a proper landing-place could be constructed with little expense. 
The improvements introduced within the past few years into the mode of 
working these mines have been considerable, but much still remains to be 
done, the great defect being the want of roads, which renders the carriage 
very high. About 50,000 tons of ore, chiefly specular iron, containing from 
55 to 60 per cent. of iron, are annually extracted; but this would give & 
very inadequate conception of the capabilities of the mines, of which there 
are at present five ;—Rio, Rio Albano, Vigneria, Terra Nera, and Capo 
Calamita. ‘The mine of Rio dates from the time of the Romans, and has 
been worked, with the exception of certain interruptions, ever since. The 
other mines have been only recently re-opened, although there are signs 
of their having been at some remote period the seat of mining operations. 
All the four latter mines are situated on the sea shore, and offer great faci- 
lities for loading vessels. ‘The Elban iron mines are placed under the same 
direction as the Tuscan foundries of Follonica, Val Piana, and Cecina, on 
the opposite coast. Of the ore extracted from the Elban mines, about— 

18,000 tons are smelted in the Royal Tuscan foundries. 
3,500 tons in private foundries in Tuscany, 
4,500 tons in other provinces of Italy. 

22,200 tons in England, France, &c. 

An improvement has lately been introduced in the mode of smelting 
Elban ores by the admixture of poor and otherwise useless manganese ore 
from Liguria. The result is excellent iron, admirably adapted for manu- 
facturing steel. M. Ponsarp, director of the works, has given an impetus 
to the undertaking which makes them worthy of special study, and he has 
succeeded in producing 800 tons of iron annually at the rolling-mills he 
has erected. Within the past year M. Ponsarp has commenced the ma- 
nufacture of steel, the quality of which may be judged by the specimens 
now in the Exhibition. The value of the products of these ironworks may 
be estimated at 44,0007. per annum. 

The Roman Iron Mines Company also sends a magnificent display of 
bar and other wrought-iron, wire, &c., from the establishments at Terni 
and Tivoli. When once Rome becomes the capital of free Italy, doubt- 
less the march of civilisation will be as great there as in the other provinces 
of Victor Emmanuel’s realms, and thus we augur a great future for this com- 
pany. The present economical condition of these works is very sad, and 
the demands for its produce, as may be supposed, not over numerous. 
The ore comes from Elba, although the company formerly worked their 
own own from Tolfa, near Civita Vecchia. 

Numerous other iron veins exist in Central Italy, but are not turned to 
account, partly, indeed, from want of fuel, but also in great measure owing 
to the time having been still insufficient for the formation of companies 
since the re-establishment of order in the country. 

Passing southwards, the Naples Royal Ironworks smelt the brown iron 
ores of Pazzano (Calabria Ulteriore U1.) Of the four blast-furnaces three 
are situated at Mongiana, the other at Ferdinandea. The Bergamese and 
Comptois processes are both in use at Mongiana. The iron is employed 
for the gun factory of Mongiana, and in the arsenals of Naples and Castell- 
amare. The sand on the Bay of Naples, and near Salerno, is locally very 
rich in magnetic iron and iserine, or peroxide of titaninm, which as at Rio, 
in the Island of Elba, is separated by the waves according to its size. 
Sig. Perazzi, of the Corps of Mines, at Turin, proposes to utilise this sand 
in the manufacture of steel, making use of the very ingenious electro-sepa- 
rator invented by Quintino SE... 





Turning to the Island of Sardinia, we have to lament that the mines are 
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unworked, although they are quite rich enough to attract attention, and 
could afford abundant occupation to the inhabitants,

Leap.—Another important ore in Italy is that of lead. Lead is found 
in almost every part of the country—in Piedmont, Lombardy, Modena, 
Tuscany, Calabria, Sicily, and Sardinia, In the latter island especially 
the quantity of lead mines might be very great, and the desirability of 
soon turning it to account a Roads are still deficient, and 
the islanders laugh at the comforts of life, which they must be taught to 
appreciate before they can be roused from their proverbial lethargy. Sar- 
dinia used to be called by the Romans the granary of Europe; they also 
ed extensive mines there. Roman lead slags abound in the island, 
attesting their great perseverance for centuries. (ne of the most interest- 
ing features connected with the prospects of Sardinia is the new industry 
which has sprang up, by the smelting of these ancient slags by several 
gentlemen, among whom the) first was Sig. Serriert, followed by his 
partner, M, Bouquet, as well as by Count Berrrami, Sig. Mexis, and 
others. The lead ores of Sardinia are not always very rich in silver, but 
many of the veins are extensive and large, Monteponi Mines produce car- 
bonate and sulphate of lead, in addition to magnificent galena. No less 
than 15,000 tons of lead ore were raised in Sardinia in 1861. Among the

The richest lead district known in Italy is that of the Apuan Alps, near 
Massa-Carrara, It is much to be regretted that they should be so imper- 
fectly represented in the Exhibition. The singularly interesting mines of 
the ‘Tambura (Massa-Carrara) are perched on the mountain of the same 
name; the galena, very rich in silver, occurs in a compact vein of several 
inches in width, composed of absolutely pure mineral. We have seen 
blocks of a hundredweight, in which it was difficult to find a speck of 
gangue of any kind. When last on the spot the mines were wrapt in deep 
snow, and a heavy storm covered the sky, while the wind wafted the most 
disagreeable sleet. ‘The poor miners had to dig out a way for themselves 
from their buried huts to the entrance of the shaft. It was, in fact, achilly 
Lapland scene, and it needed courage to mount to the spot. A few steps 
beyond, and the pass was reached. The atmosphere was quite different; 
the eye soared over fertile plains, stretching for at least 100 miles along 
the Mediterranean, where the sun was bright, the air clear, and the pea- 
sants gathering the ripe oranges off their trees. The Bottino Mines, at 
Seravezza (Zucca) are worked on a lead vein, running nearly in the direc- 
tion of the stratification of the schistose rocks. ‘The ore, though unfortu- 
nately partly antimoniferous, rendering the lead hard, contains a great 
deal of silver, and some copper. The present director, M. BLancuarp, 
has within two or three years given great impetus to these mines, and esta- 
blished an inclined plane of about 3700 feet, with a railway for the descent 
of the ores from a high point to the smelting-works on the river. The 
same set of veins continue south to the Val di Castello, where there is a 
good deal of grey copper ore, rich in silver, but the mines have, for a com- 
plication of reasons, been suspended for many years. Following the range 
northwards, galena is found in numerous places in the Garfagnana, but it 
has been impossible to work it, from want of the proper means of commu- 
nication. A road to traverse the mountains of Carrara or Massa would be 
of inestimable advantage in developing the marble and mineral industry 
of these provinces; and although it might cost an immense sum of money, 
we strongly recommend it to the Italian Government, as we some years 
ago urged to them the establishment of a network of tram-railways through 
all the marble valleys of Carrara, Massa, and Seravezza.

Correr.—About 1100 tons of copper are produced from Italian mines, 
of which 600 are smelted in Italy, and 500 abroad. ‘The mine of Monte 
Catini, near Volterra ( Pisa)—purchased by the present proprietors, Messrs. 
Sioane, Haw, and Co., at a time when they incurred the risk of being 
thought madmen for thus throwing away their money—has steadily in- 
creased in extent. ‘The reports given concerning it at the Grat Exhibition 
of 1851 are quite eclipsed by the statistical returns before us—

a total of 30,000 tons of ore, containing an average of 30 per cent. of 
copper. Such a dazzling result must be explained by the fact of the ore 
being found in serpentine, and not as ordinary copper veins, in schistose 
rocks. The vein runs east and west, and increases from the small dimen- 
sions it assumed at the surface so as to attain nearly 100 feet, but it has 
once more diminished to a third of that size in the lowest workings. ‘The 
ore is hard compact copper pyrites and “ horse-flesh ore ” (Philipsite), 
found in nodules, or blocks, with rolled masses of steatite, and serpentine 
without diallage, and is so easily extracted as seldom to need the use of 
gunpowder. ‘The proprietors have recently erected well-planned and ex- 
tensive dressing-houses, with all the most improved machinery for clean- 
ing the comminuted pyrites, or pyritic sand, associated with the serpentine 
nodules. The same gentlemen possess smelting-works at Briglia, near 
Prato (Florence), one of the four copper-works in Italy 

Sig. Curosrri represents the Anglo-Tuscan Mining Company, and has 
exhibited sections of the mine, to accompany the very valuable specimens 
of ores from Pomarance (Pisa). Great hopes are entertained that if this 
mine should turn out as favourably as is expected the whole of the ser- 
pentine copper districts of Italy may be seriously examined, with a view 
to establishing mines with sufficient capital to proceed to a great depth, 
the only means by which we conceive it possible to undertake any opera- 
tions with fair chance of success in that highly interesting, but hitherto 
enigmatical, field of mining research. Let us say to the shareholders that 
patience, investigation of the geological structure of the district, a consi- 
derable outlay at first, and perhaps years of wo are not too great an 
expenditure when there is all but the mathematical certainty of the exist- 
ence of a rich deposit of copper ore in this locality. 

The Island of Elba furnishes abundant veins of copper; they are scat- 
tered over the various mountain aay and are of differing nature, but the 
richest is that of Sta Lucia, near Portoferrajo, in close proximity to the 
serpentine. ‘The line of the vein is rather extensive—that is to say, spe- 
cimens of ore have been found in numerous places on examination of the 
rock for a distance of 14 miles. Onone occasion a lump, or, we might say, 
“nugget,” of native copper, weighing 45 lbs., was picked up on the hill 
side. ‘The desirability of examining this mineral field cannot be too 
warmly advocated, for the minerals of Elba occur on a grand scale, and 
nothing but mal-administration could ever have succeeded in keeping this 
charming island in astate of deplorable poverty, so that the hospitable in- 
habitants still scarcely know the use of money. It will not be of much 
practical use in the few lines we can here devote to the matter to enter 
more fully into the subject of the Elban ores, reserving that for a future 
occasion. The same observation will hold good for other copper districts 
in the serpentine, as at Bisano (Bologna), and other places on the Medi- 
terranean coast, near Levanto (Genoa); in fact, the whole of the sea board 
of Liguria from Genoa as far as the Gulf of Spezia. This is a mining re- 
gion, but enterprise, skill, and plenty of funds must be intimately united 
in order to render success feasible. at bin 

In Northern Italy, the Victor Emmanuel Mining Company (Limited), 
is of English origin, and is constituted of 44,000 shares, of 17. each. The 
mines are situated near Lago Maggiore, in a geological district, consisting 
of amphibolic and mica schist rocks. Of the mines belonging to this new 
company, that of Miggiandone already produced about 350 tons of copper 
ore in 1861, with an average yield of 7 per cent. of copper, which was 
smelted at Swansea. A very cautious Italian engineer has pronounced a 
most favourable opinion of their other mine of Baveno, which was once 
remunerative, although at present the main operations are directed to its 
drainage. The vein is about 10 feet wide, and near the junction of the 
granite and Silurian schists. The Ollomont Mines,:near Turin, produce 
about 10 tons of copper monthly, which is smelted near Aosta. In ad-

dition to their ores, the directors have sent to the Exhibition a very nice 
illustrative metallurgical collection, and the copper seems to be of good 
quality. Passing to the Exploratice Copper Mines, we may only remark 
that at Traversella, near Ivrea, magnetic iron is largely developed, asso- 
ciated in many places with copper pyrites, which for a long time could not 
be made use of, but now it is successfully managed by means of SELia’s 
electrical separator, 3-1000ths of copper are obtained from the mixed ore, 
at an expense of 4s, 9d. per ton for the operation. 

We might speak of the ores of mercury, manganese, &c., but as they 
are not yet objects of great industrial importance in Italy we shall pass to 
the nickel found in the neighbourhood of Biclla (Novara). It occurs as 
pyrrhotine, or nickel pyrites, and is roasted into a matt to concentrate it, 
after which it is shipped for Genoa, and treated at Liége, in Belgium, 
where it is reduced to the metallic state by Messrs. GoLpscumrprt and Co., 
who have made a contract with the Belgian Government for smelting it 
into pieces of 5, 10, and 20 centimes. An attempt has been made to in- 
troduce the nickel coinage into Italy, but it is not easy to succeed, for, as 
far as regards Tuscany, they bave been always accustomed to the feather- 
light crazie, and would not willingly adopt the heavier nickel money, pre- 
ferring the elegant little 20 centime pieces, of which there has been an al- 


There are 14 exhibitors of sulphur, which, however unattractive in ap- 
pearance, is one of the most important minerals of Italy. Upwards of a 
quarter of a million tons are annually extracted from Sicily and the Ro- 
magna, The process of purification is rude, and much goes to waste; 
besides the price is doubled by the expense of transit of the most exe- 
crable kind, so that in Sicily, where not found near the coast, it is not 
a profitable undertaking to work it, Of the other mineral resources of 
Sicily little is known—less, indeed, than those of New South Wales or 
California; but it is certain that in a few years, especially with the aid ot 
foreign capital, Sicily might become the emporium for the manufacture, 
on the most gigantic scale, of sulphuric acid, by the consumption of which 
article Levaie tests the civilisation of a country, it being the basis of a va- 
riety of useful manufactures, not omitting that of soap, of which there 
would be no harm in employing ten times the present quantity in Italy, 
for it is a luxury unknown to a large proportion of the peasantry. 

Messrs. Sevoris, of Turin, have turned their attention to the manufac- 
ture of chemical products, sulphuric acid, &c., and treat a large quantity 
of pyrites found near the capital. Such manufacturers deserve every praise 
and encouragement, for chemistry is the soul of social science. In con- 
clusion, Italy has made a most wonderful debut in the Exhibition of 1862, 
and we instinctively turn to the great triad, Vicror Emmanvet, Gart- 
BALDI, and Cavour, to whom, in the providential designs of Gop, have 
been confided the task of raising the black veil of ignorance which has 
hidden the light of heavenly day from Italy, and chasing away the pesti- 
lential contagion with which priestly knavery and superstition had en- 
shrouded for ages the noble descendants of the once conquerors of the world.

REPORT FROM MONMOUTH AND SOUTH WALES, 


JuLy 24.—At the Glamorganshire Assizes, on Saturday, before Mr. Baron 
Channel, William Thomas and William John Pughsley were indicted for 
conspiring together to defraud Messrs. Wayne and Co., at Aberdare, on 
Oct, 25, and at divers other times between that date and Sept 14, 1861. 
Mr. Giffard and Mr. Bowen appeared for the prosecution ; Mr. Groves, 
Q.C., and Mr. Coleridge, for Paghsley, and Mr. Allen for Thomas, Pugh- 
sley supplied Messrs. Wayne’s works with charcoal, and it was Thomas’s duty, as one 
of the managers, to keep an account of the charcoal received. A man named Dobbs was 
employed under Thomas, and it was he who handed Thomas the account daily. On 
Oct. 25, there was an entry with the figure “8” in Thomas’s book. A similar entry 
appeared in Dobbs’s book, bat no date. A discussion took place amongst the learned 
counsel respecting this omission, and Mr. Baron Channel ruled that Dobb’s book was not 
sufficient evidence, Upon this intimation the case was not proceeded further with, and 
the two prisoners were acquitted. 

At the same Agsizes, an action “ Reynolds v. Crawley,” was brought to recover 1000/. on 
a bill ofexchange : the defendant pleading it was obtained by fraud and misrepresentation. 
—Mr. George Bush, colliery proprietor, said: I ber the negociation for plaintiff to 
purchase acoliliery called Ynisedd, near Neath, in January, 1860. Messrs. Crawley and 
Cuthbertson were present. The plaintiff said the colliery was a very good taking, and 
would in two months realise 100 tons per day, and yield a profit of 2s. 4d. per ton, He 
further said that the colliery was free from “ faults ;” that he would have worked it 
himself, but wanted money ; and that in the east side was the finestcoal. Mr. Crawley 
offered 15007. In about a fortnight after this an arrangement was entered into that 1000/. 
be paid down, and two bills were drawn and accepted at twelve and eighteen months 
for 10002, each. We found on the east side of the colliery what is called a “ hard head- 
ing,” and that apparently Reynolds had lost the coal some time before. After continu- 
ing the work some time, we found a mixture of clay and coal. It would not pay to 
work it without a new level, which would involve a new establishment altogether. 
After continuing 15 or 16 months, the colliery became worthless, and the loss would be 
abont 2000/., beside the amount expended.—Mr. Crawley (the defendant) deposed: I 
was first introduced by Mr. Benjamin Jones to Mr, Reynolds, who told me he had one 
of the best properties in the country ; subsequently, I agreed to purchase as described by 
last witness from the representations of the plaintiff. He was to manage the colliery, 
and put all plant required on the ground, and in the course of twelve months make it 
yield 130 tons aday. He told me had sunk many pits, but this was the best he had 
ever met with. LIasked him over and over again if there were any “ faults,” and he 
said upon his honour there were not. I should not have effected the purchase only from 
what the plaintiff said.—Joln Davies, farmer at Pengaran, remembered when the col- 
liery was sold, and given up to Mr. Reynolds. Mr. Crawley told him his money was 
nearly at anend, and he was looking outfora company. This was some little time be- 
fore he settled with Mr. Reynolds.—Several other witnesses were called for the defen- 
dant, after which Mr. Bowen addressed the jury in a lengthy speech for the plaintiff. 
He called various witnesses, the following being the principal :—Mr. David Llewellyn, 
of Neath, mining engineer, and Fellow of the Royal Geological Society, said he had 
visited this colliery, and hada plan of it. It had a “ fault ” in it, and the effect was that 
coal, which otherwise would be under water, could by driving through the fault be brought 
up free to the level. In his opinion, the east side of the fault would yield about 3090 
tons an acre nett; he found the colliery in a neglected condition in July last; he had 
never met with one without a“ fault.”—Mr. Reynolds (the plaintiff) said he accom- 
panied Messrs. Crawley, Etheridge, and Roderick to the colliery, and took them to the 
hard heading, and pointed out the fault to Mr. Crawley and Mr. Etheridge. Mr. Craw- 
ley asked if he should like for him to bring some one more to look over and see what 
he was going to have for his money. He said nothing woald please him better. Did 
not say he could swear there was no“ fault” in the colliery. Subsequently agreed to 
the sale, and afterwards Mr. Crawley wrote to witness to say he would give him 5002. 
in two years if it turned out well. He told him he would be able to work, by being 
busy night and day, from 80 to 100 tons a day, and the profits would be about Is. 6d. 
to 2s. per ton, and told Mr. Crawley the whole costs of working and delivering it to 
Briton Ferry would be about 5s., and had done it himself for that sum.—The jury after 
an absence of two hours, returned a verdict for the defendant. 

A strike has taken place at Messrs. Jones and Partridge’s level, Abersyshan, the dis- 
pute being as to the correctness of the machine. The masters have showu every dispo- 
sition to meet the men, and it is expected that thestrike will be at an end in a few days. 

The adjourned hearing of the Pontypool arbitration case — Wightman #. the Pontypool 

Tron Company—was commenced on Thursday. Mr. W.S. Clarke, mining and civil 
engineer, Aberdare, acted as arbitrator. The proceedings were conducted privately, but 
from reliable information, it appears that the case will not be decide.! for some time. 
The pumps and engines are at work without intermission at the Old Castle Colliery, 
Lianelly, but none of the bodies haveas yet been found. Through the strenuous efforts 
made, the water in the pit has lowered about 7 fathoms,and 1700 gallons per minute are 
now continually brought up. The bodies of the two unfortunate men—David Christo- 
pher and Walter Hoskin, are at the depth of 15 fathoms, while the remaining four are 
5 fms. below; consequently, it will be some time yet before they are recovered. 
The trade of the coal and iron ports shows that a gradual revival is taking place. 
Freights are higher, and there is every appearance of a good future. Two or three 
weeks since, tonnage was rather scarce, but the improvement in the freights has brought 
a number of vessels to the different ports, and it is expected that the result will be that 
the works in the interior will receive an additional impetus, and go on more steadily. 
It is reported that the West Midland Railway Company are about building large ware- 
houses at Newport, with the view of fostering an import trade. Newport is the only 
port in the Channel that has the semblance of anfimport trade; and from its being the 
terminus of the chief railways of the district, and more especially from the fact that it 
has a direct and unbroken communication with the Midland and Northern Counties, 
the West Midland could not have possibly chosen a better port, and a port possessing 
so many peculiar advantages.
